HE “ Code Roosevelt! ’ 

Is this phrase destined to go echoing down 
the corridors of time, even as does the 
phrase “‘Code Napoleon”? Only the: keeper 
of those corridors, time itself, can answer, 
but the question is to the fore right here and 

now. The “Code Napoleon,” certainly, was a suffi- 
ciently gigantic vehicle for the lordly 
sponsor, yet, With all it implies, it is a mere bagatelle 
in comparison with what is meant by the “ 
Roosevelt.”” The ‘‘ Code Napoleon” was the 
conqueror’s self-ordained laws for a nation.

In connection with ancient Babylon, the belief has 
been expressed, founded on late researches, that in 
that seat of the Old World's art and learning there 
existed at one time an institution having a function 
similar to that pecullar to the French Academy of 
to-day, viz.: the authoritative control of questions of 
language. 

While the scholar who would give the 
common mode of communication was expounding 
his theories, an Italian bootblack knocked on the 
door.

If this “‘Code Roosevelt” were an estab- 
lished fact, no student—unless his particular hobby 
happened to be language or grammar—need learn a 
foreign tongue, or several of them, as he must do 
now if he wishes to probe his branch of study thor- 
oughly.

than the imperfect methods now in use. Scholars 
are inclined to the view that the Semitic roots— 
the three-lettered words which form the basis of 
Chaldaic, Hebrew, Arabic and allied tongues-- 
would offer perhaps more suggestions for a new 
code than any other existing system. The symbols 
of the new code would have to be based on the thing 
to be expressed, and not on the sounds of words. 
The code would have to steer clear of the great dif- 
ficulty standing in the way to the use of a universal 
spoken language, for only the most constant com- 
munication between the various peoples using a 
universal spoken language would allow it to con- 
tinue. All manner of variations and corruptions, 
due to the idiosyncrasies of the different nations, 
would be bound to creep into any universal spoken 
language. Thus would the story of the tower of 
Babel be repeated. The universal code must be re- 
duced to written symbols, perhaps to a system of 
gestures and signals with flags or fingers as well. 
If this should be accomplished then the exactness 
or communications would be absolute and static.

No doubt if President Roosevelt should become 
sufficiently interested in the proposed new code to 
start a movement toward its formation the objec- 
tions showered on the simplified spelling which he 
advocated would not compare in violence to the ob- 
jections sure to be raised to the new plan. It would 
be urged that.the use of a universal code would in- 
jure literature by making the medium for the ex- 
pression of ideas inflexible, robbing it of fluency 
and the natural graces attributed to our own lan- 
guage which go to make possible what is known as 
style in writing. This objection may be met with 
the plea that the “ Code Roosevelt” need not inter- 
fere in any way with existing languages. It would 
be a supplementary language; hardly a language at 
all, indeed, but what its inventor terms an “ Oc- 
ulage"’: a thing learned through the eyes. The 
poets, dramatists, novelists, and critics would go 
on as now writing in their own particular languages, 
expressing the ideas of their nations in the manner 
best suited to the genius of each nation. The code 
would be almost purely utilitarian. At present any 
business man, diplomatist, or scientist will assure 
you that there is a great deal of uncertainty in 
all commercial, diplomatic, or scientific relations 
between the various nations, growing from .the 
necessity of translating from one language into 
another. In many instances when the translator 
proves unworthy of trust, or is incompetent, the 


parties at interest are put to all sorts of difficulty., 


The codes at present in use for commercial and 
diplomatic purposes are cumbersome and uncertain, 
rendering frequent grave mistakes inevitable, and 
giving much trouble whenever resorted to. 

Even when addressing an English audience there 
are certain writers who desire another medium that 
the English language, which is an extremely loose 
language, many grammarians admit.

The great problem which would face the proposed 
congress would be the authoritative settling of what 
are the root ideas of mankind and what are the 
symbols or ideagraphs which would represent the 
ideas.

Modern scientists, however, aware at once 
of the virtues and faults of the ancient codes, and 
of the modern codes and languages, may be able 
to evolve a final and authoritative code.

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Already sufficient has been written by forelgners 
upon the American divorce laws which allow a 
Ww man to be married in one State while she remains 
a spinster in another, and legalize a child on one 
side of the border while making him but a natural 
son with no legal status just over the way. 

It is not of the facility for divorce that I write, 
The question of how to adjust forty laws in forty 
different sovereignties in order to make them equal 
one uniform law is one that requires the brain of a 
lawyer and lawmaker, and, besides, Americans may 
very readily call our attention to the marriage law 
of Scotland as compared with that of England and 
twit us upon the confusion which Is the result of the 
doings of that sadly beset lady, the Deceased Wife's 
Sister.

make it? 

‘Another case of incompatibility of temper” is 
the way I have heard dozens of separations explained 


during my stay in New York, (I speak now of

And, indeed, would it not be rather stupid 
living always in the same house, eating at the same 
table with a person whose temper was compatible, 
which would mean with one whose opinions coin- 
cided with your own?

Of all persons 
in the world, the average American woman would 
despise a man whose temper was compatible with 
her own, yet she will give this flimsiest of excuses 
for packing her trunk and leaving her home. 

I have learned since my residence here that in 
general American society the subject of marital 
separation and divorce is not one to be discussed, 
because such separations are so common that, ten 
to one, offense may be taken at a vigorous ex- 
pression of opinion on the subject. Given a dozen 
married friends, it is not too surprising to learn that 
three of them are living apart from their husbands 
for some rather trivial cause and for a differen 
that might be adjusted by the use of tact. The 
growing disinclination to motherhood on the part of 
many American women makes such separations com- 
paratively easy. A child or children might keep the 
bond from breaking. A childless home has a tendency 
to make a woman almost forget that she has entered 
into a very binding contract. Release comes readily 
and quickly. She has married for the worse. Very 
well, then let her separate for better! So run her 
thoughts. 
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One cannot but wonder why women who think 
#0 lightly of the duty of wives willingly go through 
a religious ceremony in which it is necessary to 
make so many promises. Legal marriage can be 
secured through the civil ceremony. Yet the church 
marriage, with a ceremony quite or nearly like that 
of the Anglican Church, is becoming more rather 
than less popular in the United States, while separa- 
tions for trivial causes also increase, and it is much 
more likely to be the bride who is married in church 
with her six bridesmaids, two Bishops, and an old 
family clergyman, who afterward hurriedly packs 
her trunk and goes home or to work after a trial 
of marriage than the woman of strong mind and 
undenominational tendencies who insists upon being 
married in the simplest and quickest manner by a 
Justice of the Peace or an Alderman. 

“ For’ better or for worse” promise the brides, 
and then they go to see “ His House in Order,” and 
wonder why Nina puts up with the worse, which 
Pinero has certainly typified in his portrayal of the 
weakling British husband. 

“I live apart from my husband, but he supports 
me. He allows me such and such a sum.” 

You all know the woman who will tell you this. 
Allowances of this sort for separated wives and 
alimony for wives who divorce their husbands might 
almost be said to be an American institution, so 
common is it in this country. This is the strangest 
phase of the whole separation question, a wife re- 
ceiving money from her husband for her own sup- 
port and yet refusing to be a wife, to order his 
household, to act as his hostess, to preside at his 
table. It is this allowance, this alimony, which vul- 
garizes the separations one is continually noting 
between husbands and wives. Except that one 
deprecates the breaking of a solemn vow, one can

ew ew From Wall Street to the Klondike 


ROM lower Broadway, in that region of the 
city over which floats the chimes of old 
Trinity for every quarter hour of the day and 
night, to Skagway, at the foot of a chain of 
cold snow mountains rising 9,000 feet to form 
a barrier between the outer world and the 
great north gold country, is a journey over 

which the average financier would shake his head 
aubiously. 

But the adventurous prospector with a few hun- 
dred dollars and a life at stake has made the trip, 
has turned to the cold mountains from his camp in 
Skagway and with his pack on his back and his food 
and tools trailing behind the dogs has clambered over 
the great white barriers and often with his naked, 
cold hands has dragged from the earth beyond and 
from the bottoms of rivers and creeks his little hoard 
of gold. 

In the ten years since the first rush to the Yukon 
Valley, a wide-stretching desolate empire 1,800 miles 
in length, mountain-walled, two hundred million 
dollars have been laboriously taken from the com- 
paratively few placers scattered along the banks of 
the river, an average, of $20,000,000 a year; wealth 
that has yielded to the crudest form of coaxing or 
forcing. 

When the first excitement of the rush to the Klon- 
dike wore off and the stampeders had settled down 
in newer camps and were at work gathering fortunes, 
when they had beaten out trails across the moun- 
tains and started campfires here and there in the 
wilderness New York financiers began to take notice 
in a calm, businesslike way. Capital by the million 
is moved slowly and cautiously. It is not carried in 
pack trains over mountains. It sends advance guards 
to clear paths in the wilderness, not mere beaten 
tracks through snowfields or forests, but wide road- 
ways corduroyed with crossties and bound down 
with long streamers of steel rails. Capital of the 
East goes into the wilderness in a Pullman car, car-

rying plans for skyscrapers, carrying huge derricks, 
ponderous masses of machinery, tons upon tons of 
building material and an army of clear-headed engi- 
neers and prospectors. 

Few New Yorkers outside of the restrictd finan- 
cial district know that during the past two years 
New York engineers have been exploring the great 
Yukon territory from end to end and have been send- 
ing reports to an office whose windows look out upon 
the brown, peaceful old steeple of Trinity, and that 
a large portion of the great wealth of the city has 
been dammed up in preparation for its sluggish 
movement across the Continent toward the vast ter- 
ritory of gold where only $200,000,000 have been 
loosened and where countless millions, if not billions, 
are defying the feeble efforts of miners who have 
not modern machinery or transportation facilities to 
aid them. 

The two years’ work of the engineers and their 
reports from Alaska were such that it was decided 
this Summer to make the second step toward letting 
loose the gold in the coffers of the East that in turn 
the gold in the bosom of the Northern world might be 
gathered. 

Daniel Guggenheim, the President of the Americ: 
Smelting Company and the Alaska Exploration Com- 
pany, representing the wealth of the many financial 
concerns in which he is a factor, and the wealth of 
some of the most important American and English 
firms, started West from New York on July 21. At his 
word trainloads of machinery will be dragged over 
the mountains hemming in the Yukon Valley, new 
railroads will open up the wilderness, cities will 
spring up, and the $200,000,000 of the past ten years 
will, in the next ten years, prove a very scant prod- 
uct of the goldfields. Mr. Guggenheim has just re- 
turned after an exploration of Alaska made by him- 
self and he has reported to his financial associates 
that the advance guard of engineers and prospectors 
have not exaggerated in their reports.

Co., who announce “New York Cigar Factory, 
Wholesale and Retail.” We read that Wing Tai Wo 
& Co. are importers and exporters and that they 
were “formerly of Sacramento Street, San Francis- 
co,” and a Jarge three-story building carries a big 
sign, “Chin Fook & Co., Pork Packers.’’ The Hing 
Kee Brothers are watchmakers—dearly does the av- 
erage Chinaman love a watch, and with his first sav- 
ings he buys one—so the Hing Kees bid fair to doa 
rushing business. In big letters one sees a sign, 
“Doctor Lum Weh:cures coughs.” His home is a 
gorgeous study in brilliant blue. 

Next door to Dr. Weh, in great contrast to its 
surroundings, is a plain two-story house. A large 
sign quite across the house announces: “ Gospel Mis- 
sion, the Household of God. Christ Still Heals the 
Sick.” The Wing Fun Co. sells groceries of all kinds, 
and the Sun Lee Ku Co. has a large and interesting 
stock of drygoods. You may watch the jewelers at 
work, making the most fascinating jade bracelets 
and pins, and if you are tired you may spend an 
hour in “the tea house.” It used to be a little cot- 
tage with a honeysuckle vine. Now it is painted a 
brilliant orange, and in it is served a cup of tea, 
which you can have only in Chinatown.

You Chin is the modest proprietor of the ‘ Home 
Restaurant,’ and he announces “ Oysters in Any 
Style.” Leong Chong is a “ dentist,’’ and when he 
is not following his chosen avocation he is selling 
the most wonderful china. 

Chinatown is not without its newspapers. A big 
sign announces ‘“‘ The New Era, Chinese Daily Pa- 
per,” and on the same block is “ The Free Press, 
Chinese Daily,’’ owned by the Chee Kung Tong Com- 
pany. 

But beyond everything else, it is the mysterious 
people who interest us—the fascinating women, the 
picturesque children. The great fire was not an 
unmitigated misfortune to the women. It took them 
out of the dark alleys of Chinatown and gave them 
a freedom of which they had never dreamed. And 
how they enjoyed it—how intensely human they were 
gossiping on street corners! One wonders if they 
will ever again be the submissive handmaids of the 
darker Oriental days. Indeed, we saw a Chinese wo- 
man roundly scolding her husband on a street cor- 
ner. Finally he turned his back in much disap- 
proval, whereupon she flashed out upon us a smile 
that was altogether charming, made a face at him, 
and was again the impassive Oriental we are accus- 
tomed to see.

the stumps of old arms. Nor do we care anything 
for the opinion of Prof. Elie Metchnikoff of the 
Paris Pasteur Institute that civilized man would 
be better off if he should lose a little of his ali- 
mentary tract, “which still retains the proportions 
he required when in a savage state.”” No. We are 
perverse enough to want to remain as we are when 
it comes to a question of surgery, even if we do 
lack this or that. 3ut in these days fathers and 
mothers who are the proud but unhappy parents of 
physically perfect but mentally incompetent chil- 
dren have begun to realize and be grateful for the 
simple, modern discovery that boring through a 
skull and removing a clot of blood or a piece of 
bone from its pressure upon a brain will, nine 
times out of ten, make Jack a better boy. 

It has become a more or less common thing 
among surgeons to remove a growth in a brain in 
order to cure a mental defect. A small, a modest, 
a deprecating, announcement of such a successful 
operation is made, the case attracts attention for 
the twenty-four hours of the life of the newspaper 
in which it appears, and it is then forgotten, phy- 
sicians and surgeons not being exploiters of them- 
selves in the newspapers and other lay publications,

challenge your attention. The Chinese woman of the 
upper class is a wonderful color study. Her wide 
trousers are of heavy black silk and her long, loose 
jacket of violet silk extends to her knees. She wears 
the daintiest of white silk stockings, and her little 
Chinese shoes, curled up at the toes, are edged with 
violet silk to match the tunic. The Chinese woman 
never wears a hat, not even on the hottest day; a 
fan is all the protection she needs, and not for worlds 
would she destroy the wonderful coiffure, in which 
is a most gorgeous comb of rare jade. She has long 
jade earrings and a bracelet of jade completes a 
costume full of color. The costume, ugly of itself, 
suits these women admirably. 

The little Chinese children are most fascinating 
studies. A Chinese baby is dressed in a little scarlet 
coat, with little lavender trousers, and a cap of pink 
and green and yellow, and he pulls along a little red 
wagon with the greatest glee. His elder sister comes 
to look for him—a striking little anachronism. Per- 
haps she is wearing relief clothes, for she has on a 
pink gingham dress and American shoes. The cos- 
tume suits her not at all. You want to put her back 
into the wide trousers and long, loose tunic of her 
ancestors. You feel quite sure that centuries upon 
centuries of development would never have evolved 
for that little Chinese girl a pink gingham gown! 

One never tires of looking at the children, with 
their quaint almond eyes, straight black hair in pig- 
tails, and clothes picturesque in many colors. And 
their attempts at speaking English are most amus- 
ing. One little Chine8e girl, who is bringing packages 
home, calls out: ‘‘Mamma, grocery store, she come.” 
A funny little Chinese girl, a gorgeous study in lav- 
enders and yellows, runs down to her gate and calls 
to her brother: 

* Andrew, mamma wants you.” 

And “ Andrew” calls back, just like any bad Iit- 
tle American boy, tubber.”’ 

Another little girl is calling to the baby: 

“Sammie, don’t drink those water,” and further 
down the street we come upon a little Chinese maid 
gazing upon a picture with ecstatic admiration. 

** Look at me,” she says to her little boy neighbor, 
“I'm making goo-goo eyes.” 

“Who is you making goo-goo eyes at?’”’ asks the 
little Chinese boy. 

A problem that confronts one everywhere in 
Chinatown is that of the half-white child. At first 
one wonders at the unusual type, for the half-white, 
half-Chinese girls are rarely beautiful. 

The full-blooded Chinese child has slant, narrow 
eyes, and the dark skin of the Oriental, without any 
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The detaiJs of many such cases creep out, however, 
from time to time, and of recent operations few 
have attracted wider attention among American 
and foreign professional men than the case of 
William Scott, who was unconscious for over twen- 
ty-two months, suffering from a fracture at the 
base of the skull, paralysis of the entire left side, 
and loss of hearing of the left ear. 

Scott was in the employ of his uncle, David A. 
Doyle, a manufacturer of trunks, who displayed 
his wares in front of the Astor House. Inspector 
Mark Schlesiger and others from the Bureau of In- 
cumbrances made a raid on these trunks just as 
Feott returned to the store with a bag containing 
the day's collections. One of the Inspectors seized 
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trace of color in it. He is a sober, sedate child, 
seeming to hold within him all the reserve and mys- 
tery that have distinguished his race for ages. The 
half-white Chinese child is different. He has lost 
the slant eyes and he looks at you with full, round 
liquid eyes—most beautiful they are. There are pink 
tones in his cheeks and you will know him any- 
where in Chinatown, because he plays. He laughs 
and skips along in the irrepressible fashion of the 
American boy and not at all like the phlegmatic 
Chinese child. The little half-white children are a 
great revelation in Chinatown, and one is filled with 
a& great pity for the beautiful little girls, shut up 
in the dark depths of Chinatown, with the racial in- 
heritance that is the Ameriocan’s great gift—an 
American inheritance against an Asiatic environ- 
ment.

Group of Structures at 137th Street | 
Containing Many Unique Features. 


Among the more attractive of the high | 
grade structures recently completed on the | 
Heights are the Cromwell apartments, | 
covering the entire north side of 187th | 
Street, between Broadway and Riverside | 
Drive. 

There are five of these buildings, each | 
| six stories high and provided with ele-| 
vaters, and thelr oompletion marks the | 
working out of & new idea in real estate | 

economy, namely, the operation of an 
entire group of buildings from a central 
heating and lighting plant. In the base- | 
ment of the apartment house at the cor | 
ner of Riverside Drive and 187th Street is 
a complete equipment of boilers, engines, 
dynamos, and pumps, all arranged in 
duplicate as a precaution against break- 
downs, and from there are supplied the 
heat, light, and power for the entire row 
of houses, covering 514 feet of street 
frontage and containing accommodations | 
for 182 families. 

This central power plant idea was based 
primarily upon considerations of economy, 
but in view of the rapid renting of the 
new apartments it ig thought that the 
| new scheme is also one which appeals to 
tenants as likely to afford better service. 
Not the least advantageous feature of the 
plan les in the fact that there being no 
furnaces or boilers in four of the five 
| houses, these are likely to be appreciably 
} cooler in Summer. 
| Despite the fact that the cornef build- | 
ings have not yet been finished, the rent- | 
ing of the apartments in the Cromwell 
|group has gone on at a rapid rate. The 
jlocation of the structures right at the 
| 137th Street Subway station is a factor of 
/no small importance, while the fact that 
they were bullt as an investment and not 
for sale has had its effect so far as their | 
| equipment and finish are concerned 

The block front on which these new] 
houses stand was formerly part of the Ot-! 
tendorfer tract, which, with exception 
|of some parts of the Broadway frontage, 
included all the land between Broadway 
Riv Drive from midway be- 
tween 135th and 186th Streets to m 
between 187th and 138th Streets.
